Dies At Coast 


VANCOUVER, March 23. — 
(CP)—The body of J. 8. Woods- 
worth, national leader of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation, parliamentarian, 
labor leader and champion of the 
poor, will be cremated here Tues- 
day and the ashes scattered at sea 
off this Pacific port where he 
once worked as a longshoreman. 
Mr. Woodsworth died in hospital 
here Saturday night at the age of 
68, ending a colorful career as co- 
founder of a new and different 
political movement in the C.C.F 
His death followed two years of in- 
termittent illness which had cur- 
tailed the political life for which he 
once resigned from the Methodist 
ministry. 

Mrs. Angus MacInnes, wife of 
Angus MacInnes, M.P., and C.C.F. 
M.L.A. for Vancouver-Burrard, a 
daughter of Mr. Woodsworth, said 
he expressed the wish that upon 
his death his ashes should be scat- 
tered to the winds in the Gulf of 
Georgia. 

That wish, she said, will be car- 
ried out following. a private fun- 

eral service attended only by mem- 
bers of the family here Tuesday. 
Later, possibly next Sunday, a 
memorial ‘service will be held here 
and probably in other parts of 
Canada for Mr. Woodsworth, al- 
though plans for this are not yet 
complete.

OTTAWA, March 23.—(CP)— 
A statement calling for an af- 
firmative vote in the forthcoming 
manpower plebiscite was issued 
Sunday night by the national 
council ef the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth “ Fedération after a 
two-day meeting, 

The statement said, however, that 
once the plebiscite is disposéd of 
“the true issues of equal sacrifice 
and maximum production can be 
faced” 

“The C.C.F. will continue its 
fight for this policy,” it:said, “and 
warns reactionary groups in Can- 
ada that the constant drive for con- 
scription while these glaring omis- 
sions remain in our war effort is 
stirring up issues that are fraught 
with the gravest dangers to our 
national unity.” 

The plebiscite statement was 
made public by David Lewis, na- 
tional secretary of the C.C-F. along 
with another setting forth six pro- 
posals to put into effect conscrip- 
tion of wealth of war industries, 
urged by the party as “the only 
effective way to secure maximum 
production and a more equitable 
distribution of the burdens of this 
war, 

The six C.C.F. proposals for con- 
scription of wealth and war indus- 
try are: ' 

“1, Government ownership or 
complete control of all essential war 
industries so that every plant can 
take its place as a unit in a com- 
prehensive national plan of war 
production; 

“2. Nationalization of financial in- 
stitutions so that, without inflation 
or accumulating debt we can fin- 
ance ,our war effort; 

“3. Replacing all dollar -a- year 
men by full-time national adminis- 
trators paid only by the state and 
working in conjunction with war 
boards on which labor and farm 
organizations are represented; 

“4. A 100 per cent, tax on all pro- 
fits in excess of four per cent., as In 
Australia, on capital actually in- 
vested; 

“3. A fair maximum income and 
a 100 per cent. tax on all incomes 
above that amount; this to be ac- 
companied by the adoption of mini- 
mum family allowances in order to 
maintain efficiency and morale; 

“6. The use of compulsory inter- 
est-free loans as a means of war 
financing.”

Jap Aircraft 
Carrier Is Hit 


By Torpedoes 


LONDON, March 23—(CP)—A 
Daily Telegraph dispatch from 
Perth, Australis, said today an 
Allied submarine now in friendly 
waters had hit a Japanese air- 
craft carrier with torpedoes on 
the night of March 3 off Ball and 
“if the carrier was not sunk it 
will be out of action a long time.” 


Tt said the carrier was believed 
to be a 27,000-ton vessel. 

The dispatch Quoted the sub- 
marine commander as follows on 
the exploit: 

“We stayed down all day and 
came up at moonlight. We sighted 
the carrier about 4,000 yards away 
and we could see her clearly, 

“Screened by three destroyers, 
she was coming toward us, 

“We fired four torpedoes and hit 
her twice. From the direction the 
torpedoes were aimed and the time 
between them I should think the 
first and last struck home, 

“We heard an explosion when 
the first torpedo struck. Flames 
leaped up from the carrier 150 
feet high. Watching through the 
periscope, we could nog see the 
ship for the flames. 

“I do not know whether she sank, 
It takes a lot to sink those ships 
but it must unquestionably be out 
of action a long time.”

LONDON, March 238—(AP)— 
Sir Percy Grigg, with the discip- 
lined mind of a mathematician, 
has started the staggering task of 
renovating the army, weeding out 
administrative misfits, and mak- 
ing the privates, the heroes and 
the martyrs proudly conscious 
that they are important. 

Some day before the war is over 
that army must take part in the 
victorious invasion of the cOntin- 
ent, or, if things go badly, must de- 
fend Britain herself. Grigg’s job, 
as the fourth secretary of state 
since the war began, is to make the 
army ready for that day. 

Politicat seers and military ob- 
Servers rate the war office the 
toughest job in the cabinet. Sir 
James, they concede, has as good 
a chance as any, and a better 
chance than most, of bucking gen- 
erals, civil servants and red tape 
and of rejuvenating the army. 


REVIEWS OFFICERS 

He has started by issuing through 
the war council] an order for re- 
viewing the fitness of all officers 
below the rank of lieutenant 
colonel] who are over 45. 

As large as the war secretary's 
task is, his opportunity is even 
greater. He has, it would seem a 
chance to accomplish for the oriny 
what Churchill and Fisher did for 
the navy in 1911-14—to revoiution- 
ize it into a weapon of victory 

One distinguished officer, invalid- 
ed out after Dunkerque, believes 
the war office from which Sir 
James came as a civil servant is 
the root of the army’s evils. 


CHOKED BY RED TAPE 

“He must do away with the ram- 
shackle administrative apparatus 
which devours the precious time of 
field officers, drains their energy 
and smothers their initiative in 
miles of reports,” this officer said.

which he came. He is moving, too, 
Qway from the politicians, against 
whom he is surprisingly bitter. 
He admires Russia because of that 
nation’s ability to organize for 
war and to come to grips with 
Germany.

“This is a citizen army which wii} 
do anything if it is accepted as an 
adult citizen group and not forced 
into the mold of professionalism,’ 
said one member of parliament who 
soldiered in the last war. 

Sir James Grigg is no old-schooi- 
tie boy. He resembles the figurative 
Col. Blimp about as much as Shir- 
ley Temple resembles Gypsy Rose 
Lee. He went to Cambridge and 
was Senior Wrangler there and top 
Scholar in mathematics. But he 
never went to a big public school 
like Eton or Harrow.

This was 
promptly interpreted in India as 
an indication that he had quarrelled 
with Mohamméd Ali Jinnah presi- 
dent of the All-India Moslem 
league, and that he and others 
would henceforth co-operate more 
effectively with Britain despite 
Jinnah’s reticence, 

One report said that Sir Sikan- 
dar had quarrelled with Jinnah 
specifically on the question of co- 
operation with Britain, breaking 
away in order to undertake it the 
more fully, 


ADVOCATES COALITION 

Sir Sikandar long has advocated 
coalition with the All-India Con- 
gress in forming provincial gov- 
ernments as a step toward strength- 
ening Hindu-Moslem unity, He has 
not supported Jinnah'’s demand for 
separate Moslem states where Mos- 
lems predominate over the Hindus. 

It appeared that non-league and 
non-congress Moslems were pre- 
paring to get together to present 
their views to Sir Stafford, prim. 
arily to advocate coalition govern- 
ments, both national and provin- 
cial. 

Some observers contend, how- 
ever, that Jinnah will oppose any 
British plan which interferes with 
his demand for India’s division into 
separate and autonomous Hindu 
and Moslem states.

Pacific west of Hawaii. 

There is still no definite indica- 
tion of where either the Nazis or 
the Japanese intend to exert their 
heaviest pressure. The only thing 
almost certain is that they are im- 
pelled to make their bid in 1942. 
Next year may be too late. 


BEHIND EIGHT BALL 

This is especially true of Hitler. 
He has the Russian Bear by the tail 
and can’t let go. He has depleted 
Europe of its resources and is still 
behind the eight ball of a tight 
British blockade. If he is not dan- 
gerously short of oil already, it 
seems reasonable to assume that 
he soon will be. 

Japan, likewise, cannot waste 
much time. General MacArthur is 
too dangerous a foe for the Japan- 
ese to leave unmolested. Their 
aerial feelers over most of northern 
Australia, from east to west, sug- 
gest that they realize the need for 
early action, 


STUPENDOUS UNDERTAKING 

While Australia is the obvious 
field for Japan's greatest effort, this 

does not rule out an attempt against 
India or even eastern Russia, All 
three would be stupendous under- 
takings, but Japan's real strength is 
not fully known. The Japanese 
showed in the southwest Pacific 
their ability to operate efficiently 
on many fronts at once. 

Japan has a great store of re- 
serves; and now has tapped new 
resources in the East Indies. The 
weapon of blockade cannot be 
used against her until she is 
driven out of the islands. Hitler's 
Position is not so strong in that 
respect. 

Where Hitler will move has 
everyone guessing. He has feinted 
in barious directions to keep his 
enemies confused and their forces 
scattered. While he is not likely 
to try the obvious, the Middle East 
would seem to be his most logical 
objective, : 
SOMETHING BREWING 

Current Axis activity in the Bal- 
kans suggests that something is 
brewing. Bulgaria, Rumania and 
Hungary, according to apparently 
reliable information, are being 
levied upon heavily for troops, 
either against southern Russia and 
the Caucasus, or against Turkey 
and the Middle East. The visit of 
King Boris of Bulgaria to Berlin 
with Franz Von Papen, German am- 
bassador to Turkey, indicates that 
Bulgaria is ready to co-operate 
fully, 

The Allied assault on the Iftlian 
base of Rhodes in the Dodecanese 
islands was prompted by Axis con- 
centrations there. Flanked by Bul- 
garia on the north and the Dode- 
canese on the south, Turkey faces 
strong military pressure, with the 
alternative of permitting Axis pas- 
sage across her territory or being 
invaded.

U.S. Steps Up Capacity 
For Synthetic Rubber 


To 700,000 Tons Yearly 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(AP)—Describing vastly 
increased programs for manufacture of synthetic rubber and 
other defence articles, Commerce Secretary Jesse Jones re- 
ported to President Roosevelt Saturday that $11,494,438,962 
of defence authorizations have been made by the Reconstruc- 


tion Finance Corporation and 


its subsidies. 


Instead of the 400,000 tons of “ 
annual synthetic rubber-making 
capacity announced originally, | 
the secretary said his plans have | 
been raised to provide factories 
and materials sufficient to make 
700,000 tons. These plants will 
cost $600,000,000 and should be 
completed by the end of 1943, he 
added. 

Jones gave this breakdown on 
his agencies’ commitments: i 
To build or expand more than 
700 plants to make airplanes, ships, 
tanks, guns, ordnance, magnesium, 
aluminum steel, synthetic rubber. 
aviation gasoline and other war ar- 
ticles — $4,797,757,903. (Defence |

week, and late fines may have to wait 
—and walk while they wait. 

Those who do not intend to use their 
cars until the uncertainties of spring have 
passed may obtain the books later, and by 
delaying will have the satisfaction of 
knowing that they are easing the rush at 
the change-over date as well as saving the 
limited supplies of the liquid fuel. But 
those who must keep driving for business 
reasons, or who insist on driving without 
interruption for other reasons, will be well 
advised to attend to the matter now.

Shimada Talks Of Law 


The minister of the navy at Tokyo says 
British and United States forces have 
been disregarding international law in 
their operations—wherefore the Japanese 
navy is being released from a meticulous 
observance of the declaration of London 
and the precedents of civilized conflict. 

Where and in what respects British or 
United States forces have done this, 
Shimada does not state. For the excellent 
reason that the charge is a falsehood, 
advanced to excuse crimes past and future 
on the part of Japanese military officials 
from himself down. 


This trumped-up charge is only a smoke 
screen to obscure the patent fact that 
Japan began and has carried on its attack

repeated often enough on the Tokyo radio. 

There is little chance of that. The pro- 
nouncement will be taken for precisely 
what it is—a formal proclamation that 
the Japanese forces are exempt from inter- 
national law and will make war after the 
pirate fashion of their Nazi and Fascist 
associates, There was never any reason to 
Suppose they would do anything else. 
Leopards do not change their spots. The 
Japanese “leopard” showed its spots 
when it launched undeclared war while its 
emissaries were sitting in a peace con- 
ference at Washington. 


“Home. Defence” Is Just That 


Home Defence is a general term, and 
has thus far conveyed only the general 
idea of building up forces to defend some 
unspecified point or points in Canada 
against problematical chances of attack. 

But circumstances have now changed 
and pointed the significance of Home 
Defence for people who live in Edmonton. 
It means now for us exactly what the 
words mean if taken literally—the defence 
of homes. And not of homes away off 
somewhere, belonging to other people, but 
homes in Edmonton—“your” home and 
“my” home, 

This is the fact, for it is a fact, which 
should be very clearly sensed by Edmon- 
ton men now that they are being called 
upon to fill up the ranks of the Reserve 
Army units in this city, The primary pur- 
pose of these units is to make “our” homes 
safe against attack—attack which is not 
at all impossible and which in certain 
eventualities is highly probable. 

Bombers released from a Japanese 
carrier off the coat of British Columbia 
could be over Edmonton in three hours, 
raining death and destruction such as fell 
upon London and Coventry and Manila 
and Singapore. Or dropping parachute 
troops, as was done in a dozen areas in the 
South Pacific. Or clearing the way for an 
all-out invasion by land forces. 

It is not, in the first instance, to pro- 
tect Newfoundland or British Columbia 
that these Edmonton units are being 
brought up to strength and put in training 
—but to protect Edmonton homes and 
families against what happened say at 
Hong Kong or at Rotterdam. 


Vichy Defied 


R.A.F, bombers continue to make 
scrap of Nazi munitions factories in 
occupied France, with disregard for what 
Vichy may do abot it which bespeaks 
confidence that the cabinet there neither 
represents nor controls French public 
opinion,

And 
Admiral Darlan finds it necessary to

The men of Vichy have used up their 
credit, little as they ever had. The Allies 
no longer believe them neutral, in act or 
purpose. Nor do they believe that the 
cabinet of Quislings holds the confidence 
of the people of France or dare proclaim 
alliance with Hitler,

The death of Mr. J. S. Woodsworth, 
leader and co-founder of the C.CF., would 
have caused little surprise at any time 
since ill-health terminated his active pub- 
lic career two years ago.

this war. Some last vestige of 
national. pride on the part of 
Vichy prevents her from ren- 
dering a verdict against France 
on behalf of Germany. And that 
is proof that France is still a 
nation. 

The problem of defeat, wheth- 
er for a person or a nation is the 
problem of how defeat is digest- 
ed. Defeat can be turned into 
the greatest victory in the end 
if the nation is awakened by it to 
the will to cast off dross, to begin 
a new life. 


Problem of Defeat 


In a defeated nation the spirit 
that says “rise again” is never 
universal. The re-creation of 
a defeated nation can, and usual- 
ly does, start with a very small 
group, 

One man can be a nation—one 
man out of fifty million—if .he 
alone represents what the nation 
remembers of its past greatness 
and burningly wishes to become. 

There was a time when the 
whole French nation was one 
woman: Joan of Are, In the days 
of Napoleon III the French na- 
tion was one man: Victor Hugo. 
To them the spirit of France re- 
paired. 

What is France? 

Is it the beauty of Paris, that 
most gracious of cities, so clear, 
so triumphant, and so homelike 
—homelike to all the world? Or 
is it the valley of the Rhone— 
that continual garden in which 
men seem to have kissed the 
soil into blooming? Or is it the 
valley of the Loire—a visible 
history of chivalry? 

Or is it the literature of France? 
The mordant wit of Voltaire, the 
humane passion of Hugo, the bit- 
ing satire of Moliere, the civil- 
ized intellectual erotic of Stend- 
hal? Or is jt the painting of 
France? Ig it that blooming ten- 
derness that only French paint- 
ing seems ever wholly to have 
captured — the civilized gaiety 


oir or Manet, Monet or Cezanne? 


French Spirit 

It is not these. 

These are emanations of the 
French spirit, emanations of the 
specifically French civilization. 
And the characteristics of this 
civilization are: humanism—fhe 
humanizing of everything; in- 
cluding the vety land; clarity; 
lucidity—the glory of the French 
language; light—the light of the 
French sky and the enlighten- 
ment of the French mind; wit— 
the wit that despisés cant and 
sham, and always cuts sharp 
through it, whenever it speaks; 
gaiety—the love of love and the 
love of life; chivalry, which 
adores the noble and often has 


broken a lance for a lost cause. | pri 


And in everything the sense for 
form, the sense of propertion— 
nothing too ‘much; everything 
enough, 


So, if we think, who will save 
France? 


If we ask, out of what sort of 
minds will come a French re- 
naissance, we can only answer: 
He who is French, those who are 
chivalrous, clear, humane, loving, 
gallant, and honest, with the 
peculiar French intellectual hon- 
esty, A 

I discern this honesty in the 
speeches of Leon Blum at his 
trial, It makes him French, 

Witty Scorn 

French is the behavior of 
countless anonymous Frenchmen 
who maintain a witty scorn for 
their conquerors, not admitting 
that defeat includes the necessity 
of admiring the top dogs. The 
quiet pride of those who refuse 
to hold their hats before their 
mouths like serfs, or sing the 
aises of what they loathe, 

And the test of who is a friend 
of France is in the answer to the 
question: What sort of France do 
you want to see? 

Is the medieval mysticism that 
Petain ig trying to wrap France 
in—{is that French? Certainly not. 


Or does the Anglo-Saxon world 
wish to see a servile France, or 
an Anglo-Saxonized France? God 
forbid. ‘ 

Where would we go? 

We want France to be herself— 
her best self not a copy of us. We 
cannot imagine a new and self- 

ssed world without a re- 
newed and self-possessed France, 
with the light and clarity, hum- 
anism and happiness which are 
France. 
Conscience 


A nation is its consciousness 
and its conscience. 

The true guardians of France 
are the guardians of its conscious- 
ness and its conscience, A lover 
of France does not spit upon 
leaders who were only weak, He 
seeks to find the cause of the 
weakness, and through clarity to 
discover the sources of revival. 

Three writers living in Amer- 
ica who have published books in 
the last year—two of them very 
recent—seem to me more French 
than anything at present mani- 
festing itself in France. I refer 
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to Antoine de St, Exupery, whose 
“Flight to Arras” is a love song 
to France in defeat; Jacques Mar- 
itain, whose “France Through 
the Disaster” is written with ma- 
lice toward none; Raoul de 
Roussy de Sales, whose “The 
Making of Tomorrow” looks out 
upon the future with that fear- 
less lucidity which we recognize 
as French. . 

In these books is guarded the 
consciousness apd conscience of 
France; a France worth fighting 
for; a France worthy of honor 
and love, 

When De Gaulle carried his 
little legions abroad to fight for 
France he put upon the banner 
of a renewed France the Crose 
of Lorraine—symbol of St. Joan. 

The cross is also the symbol of 
defeat—and resurrection, 

No doubt De Gaulle remem- 
bered that the greatest story in 
the world did not end upon the 
cross but in the tranfiguration 
upon the mountain.

The news that General Mac- 
Arthur and his staff would take 
over command of the defence of 
Australia, by far the most out- 
standing news of the week, has 
much greater significance than 
that of a mere military shuffle.

Australian inventive genius is 
playing its part in this war as 
in the last. The de-Gaussing ap- 
paratus and the Owen machine 
gun are two recent instances. 
Barbed wire is simple enough, 
and would seem to the average 
person to be incapable of im- 
provement, It took Mr. H. A. Ab- 
bott, a Bendigo man, to evolve a 
wire with fixed barks individu- 
ally locked—wire which, with a 
tensile strength of 110 tons, is the 
strongest in the world, and will 
Stop tanks, It is now being mass- 
produced in Australia for use 

both at home and abroad, 

Mr. A. @ Michell, the author 
of the Michell Thrust Block, a 
device of great importance to the 
Navy and to the mercantile mar- 
ine, is probably Australia’s most 
successful inventor, so far as the 
instruments of war are concern- 


ed. 

Mr. Michell, a typical Mel- 
bourne business man, is at work 
on at least one important project 
at the present time, © 

A horse of a different color is 
Wing Commander Lawrence 
James Wackett, who is perhaps 
Australia’s greatest inventive 
genius, 

His career has been completely 
in character, Before he graduated 
from, the Royal Military College 
at Duntroon—before he was 20 
—he had solved a problem which 
had baffled engineers and artil- 
lery experts at home and abroad 
for years, by perfecting a mech- 
anical fuse-setter, 

His device attracted the atten- 
tion of the Australian Defence 
authorities, and eventually 
was despatched to London with 
it, only to find that he had been 
forestalled, and that a fuse-setter 


practically identical had been 
perfected by an English inventor.

Wackett devoted his ingenuity 
to other ends, with advantage,

Incidentally, it is not unrea- 
sonable to suppose that the land- 
ing*of armored fighting vehicles 
from the air was a development 
of the practice, first adopted by 
Australian pilots in New Guinea 
goldfields, of transporting heavy 
mining machinery by air. The 
Junkers company, which made 
the planes, co-operated in plan- 
ning this technique. 

Wing Ommander Wackett 
subsequently experimented with 
speedboats and with various 
types of aircraft, and finally was 
appointed managing director 
with the Commonwealth Aircraft 
Corporation. Some types of Aus- 
tralian planes contain devices of 
his invention which cannot yet 
be mentioned in detail, 

Wackett is still young—he will 
always be young, anyhow—and 
much more may be expected 
from him.

His 
me¢hanical gear was used by the 
Royal Air Force until the Con-

cheaper and is drawn entirely 
from raw materials available in 


will be won entirely in the fac- 
tories without fighting men, that 
competent generalship is second- 
ary to mechanical production. 

There is no doubt that this 
idea has run away with us, 

It is true that this war is a 
mechanical war. It requires 
eighteen factory workers to sup- 
port and complement one man in 
the field, The demand for pro- 
duction is greater than ever be- 
fore in the history of the earth’s 
conflicts. 

As a result of overstressing 
this idea, which is perfectly 
sound in itself, we have dis- 
counted the dmportance of actual 
behavior in the field, the im- 
portance of sound generalship 
and realistic strategy.

Genera? MacArthur is a fight- 
ing personality. His prestige is 
based, not on the number of men 
and the volume of equipment he 
has controlled, but on the purely 
personal faetor of valor and

His appointment to the Aus- 
tralian command, therefore, is a 
belated recognition of the per- 
sonal factor as opposed to the 
purely mechanical factor in this 
strangest of all strange wars. 

It is time that recognition was 
made, It is time we abandoned 
the plan of sitting back on the 
defensive and relying on ma- 
chines to do our thinking as well 
as our fighting for us. 

America has sent Australia a 
man whose greatness lies in his 
unsupported intelligence, who 
knows how armies are raised 
from the dust and how gréat 
risks are rewarded by greater 
glory, 

If this is symbolic of a turn in 
the course of the war, it is a 
heartening symbol indeed.

Control of the Middle East by 
the Bri‘'*h, therefor, is vital.

R.V.S., Edmonton: Is it true 
that enemy officers, interned in 
Canada, are paid by the Canadian 
Government? 

By the international conven- 
tion relating to war, a captor 
government pays all prisoner 
officers and men at the same rate 
of pay which they would receive 
in their own armies.

Robert T. Moore, 11050 83 
avenue: In my opinion Canada 
needs a sizeable air force, Please 
discuss this on your broadcast 
Saturday night. 

This question brings me to a 
point I had intended to mention 
tonight, in any event. 

I presume that by “sizeable air 
force” you mean an air force 
which is capable of defending the 
country. If that is the case, I am 
in complete agreement. 

I would point this out, how- 
ever: that Canada will never 
have an air force capable of de- 
fending Canada until final train- 
ing courses are given right here 
in this country. 

While there is no rule about It, 
the practice is otherwise, 

Under existing arrangements, 
both our flying men and our sol- 
diers are required to take their 
final training for actual combat 
in England. Theoretically, there- 
fore, not one single unit of air 
or land is competent, with the 
training they receive in Canada, 
to take part in actual warfare. 

Suppose, then, a sudden attack 
should occur on the Pacific Coast 
which would necessitate a quick 
diversion: of air and land forces 
to that area. As matters stand 
now, our soldiers and our airmen 
now in this ¢ountry would have 
to be sent to England to finish 
their training before going into 
action on our own soil and in our 
own skies, 

This, in my opinion, is a pros 

cedure that reauires to be imme- 
diately changed. 
* It is practices like these, quite 
sound a year ago, but manifestly 
unsound now that the pattern of 
the war has changed, which 
create doubt in the minds of some 
people about the conscription 
plebiscite, 

It is necessary that the plebi- 
scite be widely endorsed, It will 
stand a much better chance of

Because it is anticipated that 
sugar production in Alberta will 
for the first time exceed 1,000,000 
100 pound bags of sugar, it will 
likely be necessary that part of this 
production, under the reduced de- 
mand of the sugar ration, will 
eventually be marketed, under the 
direction of the sugar administrator 
east of the Great Lakes.

The man who can sit and honestly enjoy watching 
a game in which a rival kicks the stuffing out of his town's team 
is a sort of potential Quisling ... a gee in whose veins you wouldn't 
be surprised to find treacherous blood. 


I am afraid of such characters, They are too deep. Give me instead 
a plain, etraight-forwrad gent who cusses the breaks and his own home 
town bums when they lose—one of those belligerent fans who never will 
admit that the other team was just too blame good. That's the sort of 
citizen you can depend on to the last yelp his lungs‘tan push up.

Alberta Must 


Increase Hogs 
By 40 Per Cent.

British Columbia. The entire in- 
crease of 1,500,000 hogs must be pro- 
duced in the prairie provinces if 
the contract quota is to be filled. 

While Alberta’s quota may ap- 
pear to be an enormous increase, it 
is pointed out that the province's 
production has increased from 783,- 
000 hogs in’ 1938 to 1,950,000 in 1941, 
and during January and February, 
marketings show an increase of 42 
per cent, compared with the same 
period in 1941, 

“In view of the request from 
Britain for increased quantities of 


pork products, it is the responsibil- 
ity of Alberta farmers to make a 
Special effort to expand hog pro- 
duction,” the committee reports. It 
is impossible to expect increases in 
areas where feed supplies are short 
but it is pointed out that a breeding 
Program must be promptly adopted 
which will ensure early summer 
farrowings and at least swell the 
number to be marketed early in 
1943. 


The committee suggests that the 
discount on B3 hogs be discontinu- 
ed until such time as volume re- 
quirements have been met. 

While the present weight stan- 
dards are required by the Bacon 
Board, it is pointed out that farm- 
ers using a high percentage of wheat 
in the ration must pay careful at- 
tention to weighing. Many hogs ap- 
pear to be overfinished before 
reaching maximum weights,

OTTAWA, March 23—(CP)— 
Heavy increase in the passenger, 
mail and express business of 
Trans-Canada Air Lines was 
shown in the 1941 annual report 
tabled in the House of Commons 
today by Munitions Minister 
Howe, 

Surplus for the year, after pay- 


ment of operating expenses, income 


charges and Interest, was $302,437, 


which was $236,826 less than the 


$539,263 surplus of 1940. 


The increase in operating reve- 
nue was $1,215,411, and the increase 
in operating expenses was $1,450,- 


202. Approximately half the in- 
crease in expenses was due to ex- 
pansion of services and war condi- 
tions, increasing labor and material 
costs made up the balance. 


HEAVY INCREASES 

The number of passengers car- 
ried in 1941 increased 60 per cent, 
air mail increased 50 per cent, and 
air express increased 64 per cent 
compared with 1940. Mail loads 
now approximate 5,000 pounds 
daily. This represents about 250,- 
000 air mail letters daily on the 
transcontinental night trips. The 
heavy mail load occasionally neces- 
sitated some passenger accommo- 
dation being withheld from sale. 

At Dec, 31, T.C.A, was flying 
18,764 miles daily, 24 per cent 
more than in 1940, It operated 
Over 4,024 miles of airline routes, 
an increase of 10 per cent. A to- 
tal of 7,274,815 miles was flown by 
the company’s aircraft during the 
year. 

Revenue passengers numbered 
85,154 in 1941, an increase of, 31,974. 

During the year 173,192 pounds of 
air express were carried. 
Transportation difficulties and 
unseasonable weather combined to 
delay the completion of airports and 
other facilities on the airway be- 
ing constructed by the Canadian 
government for military and com- 
mercial aviation between Edmonton 
and Whitehorse, Yukon.

He disclosed this today in make 
ing public a telegram to Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, one of a series he 
exchanged with the Chinese war 
leader and Gen, Sir Archibald 
Wavell, British commander in Ine 
dia, who congratulated MacArthur 
on being chosen United Nations 
supreme commander in the south- 
west Pacific. 


WAVELL'S MESSAGE 

Gen, Wavell’s message: “Wish you 
all good fortune and success in your 
new command.” 

Gen. MacArthur's answer; 
“Thanks for your thoughtful mese 
sage. I will do my best.” 

Chiang’s message: “News of your 
appointment as commander in chiet 
for Australia and New Zealand fills 
me with delight. I feel confident 
that under your leadership a new 
and epic chapter of military suc 
cesses and human achievements will 
be added to the history of our com- 
mon struggle against treachery and 
barbarism.” 

General MacArthur's answer: 
“Deeply appreciate your inspiring 
message. I have absolute confi- 
dence in complete victory.” 

The general left his listeners with 
the same optimism in a frank—bul 
off-the-record—discussion of the 
situation here in a hurriedly estabe 
lished press headquarters which he 
paced as he talked.

Roosevelt alone was to blame for 
the war between the United States 
and Japan, Radio Tokyo assured its 
listeners. The entire broadcast 
sounded exactly like similar Sunday 
afternoon broadcasts in English 
from Rome or Berlin. 

The main part of the broadcast 
was just boring. The charges against 
the President have been made so 
often by Berlin and Rome that it 
seemed amazing that Tokyo could 
be so utterly lacking in imagination 
as to repeat them.

Employee On 
Trial In Court 


Henry T. Alexander, former 
clvic employee, went on trial in 
supreme court Monday before 
Mr, Justice T. M. Tweedie and a 
jury on counts of dangerous driv- 
ing and falling to return to the 
scene of an accident. The hear- 
ing is proceeding. 

Charges against Alexander arise 
out of an accident on Whyte ave- 
nue near Mill Creek bridge on Nov. 
15 jast in which Cpl. Kenneth Dug- 
gan and Mrs. Mabel Duggan, his 
wife received serious injuries. 

The following jurymen’ were 
sworn to try the charges: George 
M. Laing, Albert Bruce, William 
Clyde, John Clydesdale and James 
W. Allen, all of Edmonton, and 
Percy A. LaPerle, Winterburn. 

In his opening address to the 
jury J. W. McClung K.C., crown 
prosecutor, said he would introduce 
evidence to show that glass found 
at the scene of the accident was the 
same as that found in the truck op- 


erated by Alexander, and also that’ 


fabric tissue found underneath the 
truck was similar to that in a coat 
worn by Cpl, Duggan on the night 
of the accident. 


OUTLINES EVIDENCE 

Mr. McClung said other evidence 
would be adduced to connect the 
accused with the accident, but did 
Not outline the nature of this evi- 
dence in detail. 

He told the jurors that evidence 
would be given which would indi- 
cate that both Mrs. Duggan and her 
husband had been dragged a con- 
siderable distance by the truck 
after being struck. Cpl. Duggan 
was found by a motorist endeavor: 
ing to get up from the ground at a 
point half a mile from the place 
where the accident is alleged to 
have occurred, Mr. McClung stated.

Farmer Juror 


“Farmers who are raising hogs 
and other livestock are making a 
great contribution to the nation's 
War effort,” stated Mr, Justice T. 
M. Tweedie in supreme court 
Monday as he asked Crown Pro- 
secutor J. W. McClung, K.C., to 
stand aside five farmers from jury 
service. 

“The work of these men is equally 
or more important than serving on 
this jury,” the jurist stated, when 
Mr. McClung suggested that in fu- 
ture farmers called for jury service 
should make arrangements for their 
farming activities to be carried on 
during their absence on such duty. 

“If we aecept the principle that 
farmers summoned for jury service 
be excused because of the nature of 
their occupation the effect of the 
jury act can be defeated,” Mr. Mc- 
Clung stated. 

All farmers called to be sworn 
asked for exemption on the ground 
that they were needed at their 
farms to feed hogs and milk cows. 

One juror sought exemption on 
the ground that he recently lost two 
fingers from his right hand and was 
considerably troubled with it. The 
court asked Mr. McClung to stand 
the juror aside. 

Mr. Justice Tweedie intimated 
that jurors seeking exemption from 

jury service should make their ap- 
plication to the Sheriff prior to the 
trial.

Auto-intoxication may cause 
black spots to dance before the eyes. 
These spots are due to small cells 
in the vitreous humor which be- 
come more or less opaque when 
looking at a brightly lighted object. 
These cells cast shadows on the re- 
tina and are projected forward in 
such a way as to seem to appear in 
front of the eyes, 

I want to bring up this point of 
how the physical condition may 
often affect seeing as I find many 
people are prone to wonder why 
there seems to be such an immedi- 
ate improvement in their vision 
after they have used a fast and diet.

While On Corregidor 

MELBOURNE, March 23.—(CP) 
—Canned*foods made up the prin- 
cipal diet of the MacArthur family 
during their residence on bombed 
Corregidor island in the Philip- 
pines, Mrs. Douglas MacArthur, 
wife of the new supreme command- 
er of the United Nations feces in 
the southwest Pacific, said today. 

Mrs, MacArthur, the former Miss 
Jean Marie Faircloth, of Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., told how she tried to 
make a home for her husband and 
her four-year-old son on Corregi- 
dor despite Japanese bombs and 
the dust of battle. 

“We lived in the post house 
mostly on canned foods,” she said 
here after arriving with the gen- 
eral. “Frequently we went into the 
rock for shelter, sometimes five or 
six times daily.”

A BIG YEAR 


In 1911, one of the biggest years 
in the life of the Fusiliers, Lt.-Col. 
W. F. W. Carstairs took command, 
and three representatives of the 
unit went fo London for the cor- 
onation of King George V. Lt.-Col. 
A. H. Elliott, officer commanding 
No. 13A District Depot, then a 
color-sergeant, was one of the repre- 
sentatives, 

In Edmonton on the day of the 
coronation the King’s colors and 
regimental colors of the unit were 
presented by the Westward Ho 
chapter, 1.0.D.E. 


WAR BREAKS OUT 


Lt.-Col, F, A. Osborne was the 
commanding officer of the unit 
when war broke out, and the Fusil- 
iers were mobilized on Aug. 6, 1914. 
In less than a week the unit had 
enlisted 1,358 all ranks, the largest 
number raised by any unit in Can- 
ada, The Fusiliers were the, first 
to mobilize in the west and faised 
the first complete battalion in the 
Dominion for active service. 

After they had gone overseas, the 
regiment was reinforced five times, 
which means sending some 5,000 
men to take the places of casualties. 
| When the unit left for eastern 
Canada it became the 9th Battalion 
C.E.F., and arrived in England in 
October, 1914, as the reserve bri- 
gade in the Ist Canadian Division. 
Because of this, the battalion never 
| fought in France as a unit 

But men from the Fusiliers 
went as reinforcements to other 
brigades of the division when cas- 
ualties started coming back to 
England, Original members of 
the unit served on nearly every 
front inctuding Palestine, Meso- 
potamia, Persia, France, Belgium, 
Archangel and the Rhine. Fusiliers 
fought in the engagements at 
Grevenstafel, St, Julien, Festub- 
ert, Givenchy, Mount Sorrel, 
Ypres, Vimy, Passchendaele, 
Amiens, Posierres, Ancre Heights 
and Flers-Courcelette. 

Battle honors returned to men 
‘of the unit as members got one

V.C., two D.S.O.’s, three M.C.'s, six 
D.C.M.’s, 11 M-M.’s and one O.B.E. 

The Russian Cross of St. George 
and the Order of St. Stanilaus were 
won by Lt.-Col. P. Anderson, and 
the French Medaille d'Honneur 
was won by Lt.-Col. Jamieson, pres- 
ent officer commanding the reserve 
battalion. Lt.-Col. Anderson was 
the fist Canadian officer to escape 
from Germany as a prisoner of 
war, 

RETURNED HOME 

After the war, the unit returned 
to Edmonton and was again re- 
organized to perpetuate the 9th 
Battalion, C.E-F. For a time the unit 
was a machine gun unit, but now 
the Ist Battalion, Edmonton Fusi- 
liers, on active service at the west 
coast, and the 2nd Battalion are 
infantry units. 

The ist Battalion was mobilized 
on Aug. 6, 1940 under Lt,-Col. H. 
Strachan, V.C, MC. and full 
strength was reached in November. 
In May, 1941 the unit left Edmon- 
ton, leaving the 2nd Battalion to 
carry on. 

But the reserve unit has been los- 
ing more men to active branches of 
the services than they have been 


|able to replace, and now it is in 


need of 500 men to bring it up to 
strength 

Seven hundred and sixty other 
ranks, 104 N.C.O.'s and 47 officers 
have left the reserve battalion to go 
active, a total of 920. Some of the 
men from the Fusiliers are with the 
Saskatoon Light Infantry, others are 
with the holding unit in England. 
One company of men has gone to 
the South Alberta Regiment, and 
another company is overseas as part 
of the Edmonton Regiment. 

Headquarters of “D” company of 
the Fusiliers is at Wetaskiwin un- 
der Major J. McDonald, M.C., and 
platoons are stationed at Lacombe 
and Camrose. * 

To properly fill the role now as- 
signed to the 2nd Battalion as part 
of the Alberta reserve brigade, men 
must be enlisted to train twice a 
week. Those who are eligible are 
“C” category men between 19 and 
35, men of any category between 
35 and 50, and youths of any med- 
ical category, 17-19. 

Training will be given in rifle, 
squad and company drill, 
instruction, Bren and Lewis gun, 
and every other branch or weapon 
used in this war. Equipment is on 
hand to allow the best instruction to 
the men, and first rate instructors | 
are there to teach a man everything 
they know. 


THE SYLLABUS 


Lt.-Co]. Jamieson has drawn up a 
syllabus of training which covers 
everything a man has to know as far 
as the basic facts of warfare are 
concerned, In six months to a year, 
with regular attendance, a man 
should be a first class soldier, able 
and ready to defend his home, the 
officer said.

this committee be comprised of a 
commissioner, the city comptroller, 
and a member of the Federation. 


The comissioners ask that formal 
implementation of the council's cost- 
of-living bonus be made at the 
meeting, and recommend that any 
difficulties arising out of details of 
the agreement between the city and 
employees on details of the payment 
be left in the commissioners’ hands. 


They recommend that the cost- 
of-living bonus be paid to all per- 
manent, temporary or seasonal, and 
casual employees of the city, except 
seasonal, temporary and casual em- 
ployees who are working under 
subsisting agreements as to hours 
of work and ‘wages, established 
under the provisions of the Indus- 
trial Standards Act; and except 
hired trucks with or without driv- 
ers, hired teams, and certain techni- 
cal employees of the telephone de- 
partment, who will be dealt with 
under a further report to council, 


CEILING FOR BONUS 

The ceiling for participation fn 
the cost-of-living bonus is set at 
$2,500, which jis interpreted as 
meaning that the combined salary 
and cost-of-loving bonus payable to 
any employee does not exceed 
$2,500. 

The $2 weekly cost-of-living 
bonus will be paid to married em- 
ployees and unmarried employees 
with dependents, and the $1 bonus 
to unmarried employees without 
dependents. 

The class in which the employee 
belongs will be determined by in- 
formation contained in the latest 
National Defence Tax declaration 
form, completed by the employee 
and on file with the city comptrol- 
ler. In the event that any em- 
ployee has not completed such dec- 
laration such employee shall be con- 
sidered to belong to the class ‘‘un- 
married employees without de- 
pendents.” . 


RETROACTIVE TO JAN. 1 

The cost-of-living bonus will be 
payable retroactively to January 1, 
but such retroactive payment shall 
be paid only to employees of the 
city as of March 9, 1942. 

It will be payable for statutory 
holidays and annual vacation, and 
for sickness leave: granted with pay, 
but shall not bei payable in respect 
of any salary or wage payable to 
employees in lieu of notice, or in 
lieu of holidays, or as a gratuity or 
overtime. The bonus will not be 
considered as wages or salary for 
the purpose of the city’s pension 
bylaw. 

* Authorization of the city council 
will be sought for the purchase of 
an additional 20.4 acres from the 
C.N.R. for airport extension. At the 
October 14 meeting the council au- 
thorized the purchase of 80 acres ‘or 
this purpose at a cost of $15,000. This 
purchase has been completed. Sub- 
sequently it was found necessary to 
divert the north road from 123 
avenue to 125 avenue, and that ad- 
ditional land would be necessary tu 
give airport clearance in accord- 
ance with Dominion government 
regulations.
